.Steering Bar Breaks When Heavy Machine Strikes Soft Sand

While Traveling at Fast Speed and Car Strikes a 


Stump and Is Hurtled Through the Air 


Losing control of the Cadillac car 


she was driving that day for the first 
time, when the machine struck some 
soft sand beside the road, Mrs. Archie 
Smith -of Oak Hill was almost in- 
stantly killed last 
Saturday night 


-when the car shot into the brush, 
struck a stump and was overturned. 
Mrs. Smith was pinned to the ground 
under the back of the seat, with the 
entire weight of the car on her. 


Mrs. Smith's four months old baby 


was in the car with her and her dying 
•words were, "Stella, take good care of 
baby; goodbye, baby, I'm dying." 


Mrs. foster Bennett, Mrs. Smith's 


•sister, and Miss Sadie Bennett, were 
also in the car at the time of the ac- 
cident, and all escaped with nothing 
more serious than severe bruises and a 
bad shaking up and nervous shock. 


Mrs. Bennett was the first to recover 


from the shock of the accident and 
managed to crawl out of the overturn- 
ed machine. All three of the women 
.and the baby were in the front seat 
of the machine. When it struck the 
•stump and was hurtled through the 
air, all but Mrs. Smith were thrown 
•over the back of the seat into the 
.tonueau of the car, which fact saved 
their lives. 


Afatr Mrs. Bennett had managed to 


get the side door open and crawl out 
•of the overturned automobile she went 
-around the car to help Mrs. Smith, 
but was unable to do anything to ex- 
tricate her. Mrs. Smith realized she 
was fatally injured and spoke her 
•dying words to her sister at that time. 
Mrs. Bennett then managed to get 
Miss Bennett and the baby out, and 


Mrs. Smith had been used to driving 


a Ford and was not thoroughly famil- 
iar with the heavy machine. She is 
said to have been driving the automo- 
bile at a speed of 35 to 40 miles an 
hour and at a slight curve in the road 
about five miles south of the city, the 
car got into the soft sand at the edge 
of the road. As Mrs. Smith exerted 
every ounce of strength to throw the 
machine out of the sand onto the hard 
surface of the road, it is believed the 
steering bar broke close up to the 
right front wheel. 
Examination of 


the break after the accident showed 
that apparently the most of the break 
was an old one, and the general opiu 
ion is that the violent twist on the 
wheel is what snapped the bar. 


Ploughing through "the sand for 


some distance the front left wheel 
struck a clump of scrub palmetto, 
which threw the machine back onto 
the road and it shot across the road 
into the scrub palnretto on the other 
side. Apparently going on two wheels, 
the car struck a stump, was thrown 
into the air and fell about 20 yards 
away, upside down. Mrs. Bennett, Miss 
Bennett and the baby were thrown 
over the back of the front seat into 
the tonneau of the car, and Mrs. Smith 
was pinned under the back of the front 
seat and fatally injured. 


Other cars arriving soon after the 


accident, the body was extricated and 
brought back to the city and turned 
over to Mr. Disbennett, Mrs. Bennett 
and Miss Bennett apcompanying the 
body to the city.

HEALTH CERTIFICATES 


FOR ENTERING SCHOOL 


Vnder late rulings 
of the state 


board of health, all teachers employed 
In the public schools of Florida are 
required to file with the county super- 
intendent a certificate signed by a 
reputable practicing physician to the 
effect that the teacher is not affected 
by and is not a carrier of any con- 
tagious or infectious disease. Cer- 
tificates will be made in duplicate, 
one copy for the files of the county 
•superintendent and one for the state 
board of health. Blanks will be fur- 
nished by the county superintendent 
-for 
such examinations. 


All children entering school for the 


first time must also furnish the prin- 
cipal of the school with a certificate 
«ertifying that the child is free of all 
communicable diseases. 
The certifi- 


cate must be of recent date and signed j 
by a reputable practicing physician. 
This means that pupils entering the 
primary grades and those coming 
from other states must furnish such 
health certificates. 
Principals allow- 


ing pupils to enter school without fur- 
nishing him with health certificates 
will be in violation of law. Blanks 
for such health certificates will be 
placed in the hands of school prin- 
cipals in a few days. 


The co-operation of parents and all 


citizens is solicited to make the rul- 
ing of the health board count for 
something.

WHEN AUTOMOBILE OVERTURNS 


.Steering Bar Breaks When Heavy Machine Strikes Soft Sand 


j 
While Traveling at Fast Speed and Car Strikes a 


Stump and Is Hurtled Through the Air 


Losing control of the Cadillac car 


she was driving that day for the first 
time, when the machine struck some 
soft sand beside the road, Mrs. Archie 
Smith -of Oak Hill was almost in- 
stantly killed last Saturday night 
-when the car shot into the brush, 
struck a stump and was overturned. 
Mrs. Smith was pinned to the ground 
under the back of the seat, with the 
entire weight of the car on her. 


Mrs. Smith's four months old baby 


was in the car with her and her dying 
•words were, "Stella, take good care of 
baby; goodbye, baby, I'm dying." 


Mrs. foster Bennett, Mrs. Smith's 


•sister, and Miss Sadie Bennett, were 
also in the car at the time of the ac- 
cident, and all escaped with nothing 
more serious than severe bruises and a 
bad shaking up and nervous shock. 


Mrs. Bennett was the first to recover 


from the shock of the accident and 
managed to crawl out of the overturn- 
ed machine. All three of the women 
.and the baby were in the front seat 
of the machine. 
When it struck the 


•stump and was hurtled through the 
air, all but Mrs. Smith were thrown 
over the back of the seat into the 
.tonueau of the car, which fact saved 
their lives. 


Afatr Mrs. Bennett had managed to 


get the side door open and crawl out 
of the overturned automobile she went 
-around the car to help Mrs. Smith, 
but was unable to do anything to ex- 
tricate her. Mrs. Smith realized she 
was fatally injured and spoke her 
•dying words to her sister at that time. 
Mrs. 
Bennett then managed to get 


Miss Bennett and the baby out, and 


Mrs. Smith had been used to driving 


a Ford and was not thoroughly famil- 
iar with the heavy machine. 
She is 


said to have been driving the automo- 
bile at a speed of 35 to 40 miles an 
hour and at a slight curve in the road 
about five miles south of the city, the 
car got into the soft sand at the edge 
of the road. As Mrs. Smith exerted 
every ounce of strength to throw the 
machine out of the sand onto the hard 
surface of the road, it is believed the 
steering bar broke close up to the 
right front wheel. 
Examination of 


the break after the accident showed 
that apparently the most of the break 
was an old one, and the general opiu 
ion is that the violent twist on the 
wheel is what snapped the bar. 


Ploughing through "the sand 
for 


some distance the front left wheel 
struck a clump of scrub palmetto, 
which threw the machine back onto 
the road and it shot across the road 
into the scrub palnretto on the other 
side. Apparently going on two wheels, 
the car struck a stump, was thrown 
into the air and fell about 20 yards 
away, upside down. Mrs. Bennett, Miss 
Bennett and the baby were thrown 
over the back of the front seat into 
the tonneau of the car, and Mrs. Smith 
was pinned under the back of the front 
seat and fatally injured. 


Other cars arriving soon after the 


accident, the body was extricated and 
brought back to the city and turned 
over to Mr. Disbennett, Mrs. Bennett 
and Miss Bennett apcompanying the 
body to the city.

HEALTH CERTIFICATES 


FOR ENTERING SCHOOL 


Vnder late rulings 
of the state 


board of health, all teachers employed 
In the public schools of Florida are 
required to file with the county super- 
intendent a certificate signed by a 
reputable practicing physician to the 
effect that the teacher is not affected 
by and is not a carrier of any con- 
tagious or infectious disease. Cer- 
tificates will be made in duplicate, 
one copy for the files of the county 
•superintendent and one for the state 
board of health. Blanks will be fur- 
nished by the county superintendent 
-for 
such examinations. 


All children entering school for the 


first time must also furnish the prin- 
cipal of the school with a certificate 
«ertifying that the child is free of all 
communicable diseases. 
The certifi- 


cate must be of recent date and signed j 
by a reputable practicing physician. 
This means that pupils entering the 
primary grades and those coming 
from other states must furnish such 
health certificates. Principals allow- 
ing pupils to enter school without fur- 
nishing him with health certificates 
will be in violation of law. Blanks 
for such health certificates will be 
placed in the hands of school prin- 
cipals in a few days. 


The co-operation of parents and all 


citizens is solicited to make the rul- 
ing of the health board count for 
something.
